REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens of Lntchfield: 


GREETING : 

Since our last report the School District has suffered a 
ereat loss by the burning of the School house Feb. 6, 
1930 about eleven o’clock in the evening. Nothing was 
saved—a total loss incurred. But school must not cease, 
even after a great loss. We were confronted with the 
problem of housing and getting new equipment. After 
careful study of several locations, as to heating, artificial 
light, loss of school time, playgrounds, safety of children 
as regards nearness to road and the east bank of the 
Merrimack River, and many other factors concerning 
school work together with the most economical place, 
the School Board voted to ask for the use of the lower 
floor of the Grange Hall; which was granted Feb. 19, 
1930. 

After some repairing and securing a new equipment, 
school was reopened Feb. 27, 19380 following a recess of 
two weeks and six days. 

The desks, seats, books and other materials purchased 
are to be used in a new building. 

We were very proud of the burned building, and hope 
the new school house will be as satisfactory. 

The graduates during the life of the destroyed build- 
ing made a splendid record in High School. It is the 
duty of the district to give those now attending school, 
and the boys and girls to follow, as good preparation and 
as great incentive for an education in the new structure. 

Some changes are in prospect in the neighboring High 
School, especially where the 6-3-3 plan may be inserted.

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Litchfield, 


GREETING : 

Herewith please accept my eleventh annual report as 
superintendent of your schools. 

You opened the schools last September with Miss Helen 
Pierce in charge of the upper grades and Miss Pauline 
Hardy in the lower grades. Both were teachers of ex- 
perience. As should have been expected, the pupils up 
to the time the schools were interrupted had made very 
good progress. 

The membership of your schools, before closed by the 
loss of your building, was for grades I to IV, 20; for 
grades V to VIII, 22; total 42. This is two less than your 
average membership for last year. These figures, how- 
ever, probably have no significance. 


Loss of Building 


The fire on the evening of February 6 made it neces- 
sary for you to secure temporary housing for the schools, 
with all of the equipment, books and supplies for the con- 
duct of a modern school. On February 10, with your 
authority, the chairman of your board and your super- 
intendent, with much care after a thorough examina- 
tion of the different models and makes of school furni- 
ture in the warehouses in Boston, selected and purchased 
a supply of pupils’ and teachers’ desks. In doing this, 
both the means of the district and the requirements of the 
modern school were considered. The movable tables and 
chairs purchased, will be adaptable to the temporary 
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quarters and at the same time will meet with the most 
modern demands for school furniture. 

Your superintendent has ordered such books and sup- 
plies as are necessary for commencing work again. We 
should be able in a few days to take up the work where 
it was left off. 

Some inconveniences will have to be endured in what- 
ever accommodations are secured for housing, but it is 
our experience that communities are very considerate in 
erises of this kind. We are sure the Litchfield people 
will be patient and helpful. 

With your entire school plant wiped out, you have the 
opportunity to build anew in whatever way you may 
wish. Very mature consideration should be given before 
a decision is reached either as to the size or architecture 
of the new structure. There can be no doubt but that 
Litchfield wishes such a school building as will meet the 
most recent requisitions of educational experts, a build- 
ing which a decade hence will still be modern.

SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 


To the Members of the School Board I tender my report 
as school nurse for the past year: 


This year the general condition of most all the children 
in school show an improvement. The number of children 
with defective teeth or vision is very small. Most all 
that needed attention have received it during the year. 
Quite a few children with defective tonsils have been 
treated, yet the number that needs attention remains 
high. The number of children that are underweight re- 
remains high. In most every child that is underweight I 
find symptoms of defective tonsils. The hot lunches have 
been a great help especially to the underweight children, 
the child may not have gained in weight, but the luneh 
helped to build up the general health, I hope you will 
continue with them. 


With the exception of measles last spring the school 
has been very free from contagious diseases. The school 
has also been very free from any skin disease or pedi- 
culosis. 


Quite a number of children remain unvaccinated, only 
two being vaccinated during the year. 


As a whole I think the general health, condition and 
cleanliness of:the children has improved.
